1, The si ot the Commission com- 
menced on the of March last, and have 
continued, with but little interruption, up to 
‘the present date. Due notice was given to 
the public, and every opportunity offered for 
bringing before the Commissioners any case 
of hardship or inaccuracy in the List of Ar- 
rears of Taxes. 

2, We have already forwarded to your Ex- 
cellency an [nterim Report, under date of 22d 
May in which we recommended that the 
eu arrears of taxes forthe year 1860-1 
8 be cancelled, and ‘also, that all sales 
othe by the Sheriff for taxes, should be 
deemed to bave been forandto have covered 
all arrears dué up toe the year ending 30th 
Jude, 1864; in which recommendation your 
Excelleacy was pleased to concur; and we 
have, therefore, subsequently directed our 
attention solely to the published arrears for 
the 1964-5 and 1866-6. 

3. We are satisfied that the defective con- 
struction and ambiguous language of the 
Tax Act, 1862, has beea the principal cause 
of the charge of error and inaccuracy which 
we have been commissioned to inquire into. 
Its ambiguity led to the misconstruction of 
the Act -by the Assessor and Revisors for 
which they can hardly be blamed, as it does 
not that they had any _ aid to put 

‘them right at the beginning. The third sec- 
tion describes what shall be considered ‘‘Real 
Estate” for the purposes of the Act, in which 
areincluded ‘“‘all buildings, whether move- 
able or immoveable,’’ and the thirty-fifth and 
thirty-sizth sections are so worded as to na- 
turally lead themfinto the errorof considering 
* buildings,” as defined in the third secrion, 
to be. “real estate’’ (irrespective of the land 
on which they were erected) and liable for 
the tax. The owners of these -buildings, al- 
though only lessees of the land, were therefore 
as wellas the owners in fee, and in 
thie way hes occurred the confusion of two 
or three. persons being assessed as liable for 
taxesz.on the same lot, when there should 
have been only, viz., the owner in fee, who, 
as ghown by fourth, eleventh, and fortieth 
sections, was alone liable forthe amount 
assessed against the lot. Ye 

4. The manner in which the Assessment 

Roll was made up has also tended to increase 
the'confusion. The names of the owners of 
the, property assessed were placed firet on the 
Rollin alpbabetical order, instead of the lots 
io numerical order, as they ought to have 
been, as it is clear-by the fourteenth and fif- 


- teenth sections that the lots (or the real es- 


tate) and:not the owners, should bave heen 
assessed. The ownership, in a great many 
cases, has been constantly changing during 
the comtinmance of the tax, and the change 
being entered in the annual roll, has rendered 
the alphabetical method a very unsafe guide 
to ascertain the tax due on any given lot. 

5. There have been few objections to the 
correctness of the sums charged against the 
individual lot. In the great majority of com- 
plaints, which are principally from owners 
who bave come into possession since the re- 
peal of the tax, the objection pleaded is the 
neglect of the Government in not-collecting 
the tax from the owners who had been origi- 
nally assessed, and who, they generally allege, 
were at the time well able to pay. ‘The ob- 
jections in each individual case are fully 
stated ia our minutes, with the evidence ad- 
duced in support of their claim for a remis- 
sion of the tax, and to which we most re- 
ope aes your Excellency for informa- 
tion on this point, and also on all our pro- 
ceedings under the Commission, 

6. We have no difficulty in arriving at the 
eonclusion of recommending the cancellation 
of tax charges in the following cases, all of 
which are duly noted in the Revised List, 
which will acjomaney this Report:

and should have protected themselves; 
and it must be remembered that the land- 
lord never lost control over the land,‘and 
could have paid the taxes for and on be- 
half of the tenant, if necessary, and re- 
covered them afterwards. Moreover, if 
he have subséquently re-entered on the 
land, be must be held to: have taken it 
cum onere with) all its liabilities: 

(3.) The Third class of cases, viz:—That 
of mortgagors and mortgagees, presents’ 
many features of difficulty and hard- 
ship. 

It was urged in evidence, on behalf of

This case is widely differeat from that of 
landlords and tenants, for mortgagees not 
having possession or control of the land, 
could not pay the taxes on behalf of their 
mortgagors, even if it had been fheir duty 
to do so. Payments by them, would, 
we believe Have been refused at the 
Treagury, | 

In leases, morepver, it is customary to in- 
sert a clause binding the tenant to pay 
taxes; in mortgages, the necessity of such 
® clause was never contemplated. 

After a careful consideration of all the cir- 
cumstances of this case, which is the 
only one of real difficulty, we have come 
to the conclusian that, inasmuch as the 
tax is made a charge on the land, a mort- 
gagee should be held liable only from the 
time when he entered into possession, at 
which time he took the land with all its 
liabilities, ‘f 

We therefore recomménd that all taxes due 
by mortgagors up to the time when the 
mortgagees entered into possession, be 
cancelled. 

10.-The list as revised by us, and proposed 
to be amended according to the foregoing re- 
commendations, ig sent herewith. } 

To prevent any confusion in the tevised 
list, we have, at the cost of considerable time 
and trouble, arranged it in numerical order 
of lots and sections, for more easy reference, 
aud have carefully described the parts and 
sub-divisions of lots, #0 that no difficulty 
will be experienced in ascertaining the exact 
amouat of taxes due on every lot of land, or 
portion of a lot. - , 

11. In conclusidn, the Commissioners hope, 
that in the performance of a disanetie 
duty, they have succeeded in guarding the 
interests of the public, while at the same 
time, they have not disregarded the claims of 
individuals. In ny case, they recommend 
that the revised list as published be adbered 
toasa final settlement of a most vexed and 
troublesome quegtion, which bas remained 
open and undecided for nearly ten years past.
